The  number  of  Post  V/ar  houses  erected  up  to  the 
31st  December,  was  82^  of  vrhich  1'11  were  built 

privately.  The  number  of  houses  under  construction  by  the 
Authority  at  the  31st  Deciember,  19^'5t  was  nil  and  the  number 
under  construction  by  private  bn.ildors  4, 

During  the  year  there  have  been  no  serious 
outbreaks  of  notifiable  infectio’us  diseases  in  the  area,  and 
the  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  good.  There 
were  no  cases  of  Tuberculasis,  but  One  case  vras  transferred 
into  the  Area.  The  majority  of  deaths  during  the  year  weJ’9 
again  in  the  higher  age  groups. 

I vdsh  to  thank  tho  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  co-operation  and  conside.rati.on  in  all  matters 
apper'taining  to  the  Public  Health  Department;  and  also  to 
thank  the  Officers  and  Staff  of  the  Council  for  their  help 
during  the  year  in  matters  affecting  the  work  carried  out  in 
tho  Department.

The  Rural  District  comprises  tho  throe  parishes  of  Vaynor, 
Pendei^n  and  Ystradf elite,  in  the  Coiinty  of  Brecon,  The  ParD.sh 
of  Ystradf  elite,  which  had  been  admijiistored  by  tho  Neath  Rural 
District  Couiicil,  was  added  to  this  Rural,  Authority  by  a Reviev; 
Order  of  1st  April,  193^. 
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Tlio  three  parishes  corr, prised  in  this  Hural  District  arc  of 
considerable  extento  The  total  exeo  being  39 acrc3^  or 
over  61  square  miles,  with  en  a.veiage  length  of  8 miles  and  a 
v/idth  of  aboil t 12  miles.  They  ai-e  situated  on  the  Southern 

Boundary  of  the  County  of  Brecon,  and  adjoin  the  dhotricts  of 
Neath B Aberdare  and  Merthyr  Tydfj..l  in  the  County  of  Glamorgatio 
They  form  four  valleys  in  the  foothlj.ls  of  the  South  Esc avx-Vi pent 
of  the  Brecknockshire  Beacons  mth  high  table-lands  beiv^-een. 

The  PARISH  OF  VAYNOR  comprises  two  valleys  running 
northwards  toivards  two  spurs  of  the  Broclaiock  Beacons,  and  the 
PARISH  OF  PENDFjRYN  consists  of  high  table-land  adjoining  and 
emerging  towards  the  same  raouita incus  ai’ca.  Those  Rural 
Parishes  are  only  separated  by  the  narrow  streams  already 
mentioned,  from  the  County  of  Glainorgan,  and  the  important 
populous  Urban  Districts  of  Merthyi:'  I'ydfil,  and  Aberdare  on  tho 
Sontho  The  PARISH  OF  YSTRiiDFELLTE  presents  similar  physical 
featui-es  extending  from  tho  rugged  Van  mountains  to  the  North, 
covering  a rough,  hil.ly  1;able-lan.d  intersected  by  tv;o  very 
narrenv  valleys  coniroiging  towards  an  apex  at  Pontneathvaugliar.o

The  District,  as  a whole,  is  at  a great  elevation  above 
sea  level,  varying  from  263  feet  to  no  less  than  2,230  feet? 
it  will  be  realised  that  the  nearly  40,000  acres  contained  in 
the  area  incliide-s  a considerable  amount  of  sparsely  inhabited 
mountain  land.  In  the  Parish  of  Vaynor,  the  levels  extend 
from  643  feet  near  Cefn  Buidge  to  1,612  feet  at  Twyn-y-Croes 
on  the  mountain-  above  Cwm  Glais,  Pender^m  Parish  presents 
levels  varying  from  38S  feet  at  CJnicn  Bridge,  Hinwaim,  to 
1 ,376  feet  at  the  top  of  Tv/yn,  Gadlan,  while  the  Parish  of 
Ystradf elite  contains  such  extreme  variations  of  level  as 
263  feet  at  the  Bridge  at  Pontnoathvaughaji  .and  2,230  feet  near 
the  top  of  Fan  Fawr,  which  is  partD.y  in  the  Parish,

AMEULilNCE  FACILITISS«  The  Brecon  County  Council  administer 
the  Ambulance  Service  of  the  area  under  the  Nation£il  Health  Act, 
19^6,  The  Health  Department  of  the  County  Coiuicil  have  made 
arrangements  with  neighboiu*ing  Authorities  to  provide  ambulance 
facilities  for  our  area  as  follows :~ 

Parish  of  Vaynor  - Coun.ty  Borough  of 

Merthyr  Tydfil, 

Hirwe.un,  Penderyn, 

Ystradfellte  and  - Glamorgan  County  Council. 

Pontneathvaughan, 

Infectious  disease  cases  in  our  area  utilise  the  services 
of  the  Mardy  Isolation  Hospital,  Merthyr  'Tydfil,  and  Cimla 
Hospital,  Neath. 

NUEEING  AT  HCME,  Tliis  v;ork  which  was  uixdertakon  by 
Voltmtary  Nursing  Associations  until  5th  July,  19^8,  is  now 
carried  oixt  by  the  County  Council, 

CLINICS.  Clinics  are  still  administered  by  the  County 
Council,  and  Clinics  for  expectant  mothers  and  Infant  Welfare 
are  held  at  Cefn  Coed  and  Plirwaun. 

HOSPITALS 9 There  ace  no  Hospitals  in  the  Council’s  area, 
but  v;e  are  fortunate  in  having  hospj  tal  facilities  in  the 
adjoining  Urban  areas  of  Merthyr  Tydfil,  Aberdore  and  Neath. 

LA.BOEATOEY  SEEVICES.  .''jcrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  of  the  Institute  of 
Preventive  Medicine,  The  Parade,  Cardiff,  to  be  utilised  for  all 
chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  examination  required  by 
this  Authcrity. 

\AATEE  SUPPLY.  The  district  which  has  several  supplies  of 
piped  v/ater,  has,  on  the  whole,  been  satisfactorily  supplied  v/ith 
water.  Cefn  Coed,  in  the  Vaynor  Parish,  is  supplied  from  the 
mains  of  the  Taf  Fechan  V/ater  Supply  Board,  as  is  the  greater 
pai't  of  the  Vaynor  Parishs 
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In  the  Parish  of  Penderyn,  Hin-i/uun  is  supplied  by  the  mains 
of  the  Abordare  Urban  District  Council,  At  Penderyn  the  water 
supply  is  obtained  from  tv/o  sources:- 

(a)  The  Borehole  Supply  at  Llygad  y Cynon,  which  ensiores  a clean 
and  wholesome  supply  of  filtered  and  ciilorinated  water  for 
the  Penderyn  village  and  the  majority  of  the  farms, 

(b)  An  alternative  supply  is  available  from  the  Cadlan  and  Ogof 
Fawr  catchment  area,  this  supply  is  chlorinated  at  CadQ.an 
Pump-house  by  means  of  a semi-automatic  apparatus  installed 
in  19^4, 

Pontneathvaughan,  in  the  Parish  of  Ystradfellte,  is  supplied 
by  the  mains  of  the  Neath  Rural  District  Coiincil,  The  water 
supply  to  the  village  of  Ystradfellte  is  also  supplied  from  the 
ma.ins  of  the  Neath  Rural  District  Council,  This  supply  however 
has  not  given  connections  to  the  outlying  farms  and  homesteads. 

During  the  year  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriol- 
ogical and  chemical  examination  from  the  Council  mains  and  also 
from  farms. 


DRillNAGE  AiND  SSV/AGE  DlSPOSill.  WORICS,  The  Council  lias 
provided  effecient  drainage  and  sev;age  worlts  for  the  whole  of 
the  area  with  the  exception  of  the  small  hamlet  of  Ystradfellte, 
The  disposal  of  sewage  from  the  Hirv/aun  district  is  undertaken 
by  the  Aberdare  Urban  District  Council  under  a joint  scheme. 

Five  other  separate  systems  of  sewage  disposal  are  operated  by 
this  Council  tlu’oughout  the  area,  they  are  situated  at  Trobanog, 
Penderjoa;  Dinas,  Pontneathvaughan;  Godre’r  Coed,  Cefn  Coed;  The 
Ynys,  Pontsticill;  and  at  Rees’s  Wood,  Trefechan, 

Consultant  Engineers  have  been  engaged  to  ascertain  whether 
it  is  possible  to  linic  up  the  Cefn  Coed  Sewers  with  the  nev 
Mertlirr  County  Borough  Council’s  main  which  is  to  be  constructed 
from  tho  Goitre  area  linking  up  v/ith  the  South  Boundary  of  Cefn 
Coeda 


REFUSE  COI.LECTION.  Refuse  is  collected  in  tho  Cefn  Coed, 
Hir\^faun,  Trefechan,  Penderyn  and  Pontneathvaughan  districts  twice 
a week;  and  once  a week  at  Pontsticill  and  Ystradfellte, 

REFUSE  DISPOS/IL,  Refuse  collected  in  the  Vaynor  Parish 
is  ma3.nly  deposited  at  Vayiaor,  Refuse  from  the  Pender-yn  >uid 
Ystradfellte  Parishes  is  deposited  at  Trobanog,  Penderyn, 
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^Care  is  taken  to  ensure  that  the  refuse  deposited  at  these 
tips  does  not  become  a breeding  gro'jnd  for  vermin.  These  tips 
are  regularly  visited  and  baited  when  necessary, 

^ SLAUGHTER-CHOUSES . There  are  no  slaughter-houses  in  the 
Council’s  axea,  i^ll  meat  for  human  consumption  in  this  area  is 
supplied  from  slaughter-houses  in  adjoining  areas, 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938,  A close  inspection  is  made  of 
meat  and  other  food  sold  in  retail  establis^iments  through-out 
the  area.  Two  hundred  and  forty  five  visits  were  made  to 
butcher  shops,  food  retailers,  fried  fish  shops,  ice  cream 
premises,  cafes  and  public  houses  during  the  year, 

®y®~T^ws  under  Section  15  of  this  Act  have  been  adopted 
and  brought  into  operation  by  this  Council. 

Condemnation  certificates  are  issued  in  respect  of  food 
stuffs  condemned  in  our  area,  in  accordance  with  the  various 
Food  Regulations  issued  by  the  Ministries  concerned,  Tlie 
following  articles  of  food  were  condemned  during  the  year,  as 
being  unfit  for  human  consumption:*^

The  sanitary  accommodcition  of  these  premises  has  been 
improved,  and  the  owners  of  these  premises  are  al\'yRays  vrLlling  to 
co-operate  in  providing  amenities  and  alterations, 

FAP14S,  DAIRr^S  i\ND  COWSHEDS,  Since  the  1st  October,  19^9, 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Jlsheries  and  Foodg  has  been 
responsible  for  farms,  dairies  and  covjsheds,  under  the  Millc  find 
Dairdfts  Regmilations , l9‘*+9.  The  Local  Authority,  therefore,  have 
no  control  over  the  inspection  of  these  premises  other  than  under 
the  Infectious  Diseases  Regulations  and  the  Tiiberculosis  ActSo 
The  Local  Authority  is  however,  responsible  fer  dealing  with  the 
water  supply  to  these  farms  and,  in  this  connection,  the  County 
Agriciiltural  Executive  Committee  has  co-operated  in  endeavouring 
to  supply  a piped  v;ater  supply  to  the  farms.  The  Local  Authority 
is  now  also  responsible  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  requirements 
of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  19^9?  wliich  was  formerly 
carried  out  by  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee, 

MILK  C.UffLING,  The  Milk  produced  in  the  area  is  mainly 
collected  and  transported  to  millc  factories  where  it  is 
pasteurised.  This  rmi.lk  is  tested  and  examined  on  arrival  at  the 
factories  by  the  laboratories  attached.
